work in relays to keep in contact with 
the lone wire—and an uncertain wire

From the tops of buildings, news- 


paper men in Pueblo witnessed much 
of the disaster. They also used boats. 
The military wigwagged information 
when distance made it impossible to 
bear the human voice.

way. The telephone operator reports the town of Amity completely washed 
away, with a possible loss of life. 


Four persons who were detailed to keep driftwood from tlie piers of a 


wagon bridge arc reported to have gone down with the bridge into the main 
current of the river. 


The Santa Kc Bail way Company notUlcd the communities on its lines 


in the Arkansas valley of Kansas, that the rush of Colorado flood water had 
crossed tjie state line and local representatives of the company were 
in- 


structed to lie prepared for any emergency that might arise. 


"Th« warning has liccn ample, and there need be IK> loss of life in 


Kansas," said F. C. Fo.v, general manager of the Santa Fe.

In it is a measuring tube, the 
area of which compared with Die area 
of the funnel Is as ten to one, 10 
that when a one-hundredth of an inch 
falls In the funnel It becomes one- 
tenth of »n Inch in the measuring 
tube.

It may have been 
dropped on a doorstep, found on a 
river bank, or taken 
from a dying 


mother who left no record of her iden- 
tity.

the adopters may return them within 
a year—a possibility so rare that it 
has occurred only oiide or twice in over 
300 cases. 
On the other hand, the 


Chapins do not immediately lose sight 
of their babies. They manage to keep 
in touch with them iu their new homes 
for a certain length of time until they 
arc convinced that conditions arc

Many of the babies taken from the 


Chapin Nursery during the past two 
years have bevn adopted by nnmarrlr-d 
women. According to Dr. Chapin. the 
maternal instinct is often very highly 
developed in some of these unmarried

only slightly developed in 
married 


women who are mothers of children.
